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SUMMARY  OF  FATAL  ACCIDENTS 

1961 

Mr.  Raymond  Reece  Williams,  age  36,  married,  one  dependent 
child,  came  to  his  death  at  the  Graham  Hospital,  Canton,  Illinois,  at 
10:40  p.m.  on  January  28,  1961,  from  burns  received  when  an  oil 
heater  was  accidently  overturned  on  the  W-4  Kolbe  excavating  wheel 
at  the  United  Electric  Coal  Company  Strip  Mine  No.  9,  Cuba,  Fulton 
County,  Illinois,  January  28,  1961,  at  3:20  p.m.  He  had  had  fourteen 
years  experience  at  this  mine. 

The  accident  was  caused  by  the  unexpected  movement  of  the 
wheel  ladder  belt,  which  caused  an  oil  burning  salamander  that  had 
been  placed  on  the  belt  to  overturn,  throwing  burning  oil  over  the 
deceased,  who  was  in  a  kneeling  position  on  the  belt  in  line  with  the 
movement  of  the  overturned  salamander,  which  ignited  his  clothing 
and  before  it  could  be  extinguished  had  enveloped  him  in  flames. 
The  other  workmen  went  to  his  assistance  and  after  the  flames  were 
extinguished,  he  was  taken  to  the  Graham  Hospital  by  ambulance 
where  he  died  at  10:40  p.m.  January  28,  1961. 


Mr.  Donald  Vaughn,  age  26,  married,  one  dependent  child,  was 
fatallv  injured  as  a  result  of  crushing  chest  injuries  caused  by  falling 
roof  at  Mine  No.  6  of  the  Pschirrer  Coal  Company,  Canton,  Fulton 
County,  Illinois,  on  February  7,  1961,  at  9:15  a.m.  He  was  employed 
as  a  duck  bill  operator  and  had  had  seven  days  experience  at  this  mine. 

This  accident  was  caused  by  the  falling  out  of  two  screw  safety 
jacks  in  the  operation  of  the  duck  bill  loader  on  the  left  hand  side  of 
the  duck  bill  which  was  advancing  in  this  direction.  This  caused  the 
roof,  apparently  being  supported  by  these  and  two  other  jacks  on  the 
right  hand  side  of  the  duck  bill,  to  fall  crushing  Donald  Vaughn,  who 
was  operating  the  machine  from  the  right  hand  side  and  fatally  injuring 
him. 

Investigation  at  the  scene  of  the  accident  disclosed  that  No.  8 
room  East  off  1st  North,  where  the  fatality  occurred,  had  been  driven 
to  a  depth  of  297  feet  to  the  face.  The  permanent  timbering  plan 
followed  in  this  mine  consists  of  a  line  of  props  on  each  side  of  the 
shaker  conveyor  pan  line  5  feet  apart  and  3  feet  apart  parallel  with  pan 
line  and  another  row  of  rib  props  on  each  side  of  the  pan  line  4  feet 
apart  and  set  on  approximately  3  foot  centers.  This  room  was  well 
timbered  and  the  roof  was  in  good  condition.  Permanent  props  are 
set  up  to  the  swivel  of  the  mechanical  loader  and  advanced  with  the 
forward  progress  of  the  loader.  The  distance  from  the  swivel  to  the 
face  is  28  feet  and  the  width  of  this  room  at  the  face  is  18  feet.  This 
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area  is  supported  with  seven  metal  safety  screw  jacks  and  wood  props 
while  loading  operation  is  carried  on. 

The  examiner's  record  showed  this  room  in  a  safe  condition  for 
work  at  the  time  of  his  inspection  at  7:00  a.m.  February  7,  1961. 
Walter  Tomlinson,  machine  operator,  and  Delmas  Foreman,  drill 
operator,  stated  they  had  examined  the  roof  before  starting  work  and 
again  after  blasting  and  had  not  detected  any  unsafe  conditions.  The 
position  of  the  two  screw  jacks  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  duck  bill 
indicated  they  were  either  knocked  out  by  the  movement  of  the  ma- 
chine or  broken  loose  with  the  roof. 


Mr.  Ross  Farris,  age  64,  married,  was  fatally  injured  at  the  United 
Electric  Coal  Company  Mine  No.  9,  Cuba,  Fulton  County,  Illinois 
on  February  27,  1961,  at  12:10  p.m.,  when  he  was  run  over  by  a  loaded 
railroad  coal  car  from  which  he  apparently  fell.  Mr.  Farris  was  em- 
ployed as  a  track  man  and  car  dropper  and  had  28  years  experience  at 
this  mine. 

Mr.  Farris  started  his  work  as  load  car  dropper  at  the  usual  starting 
time  on  February  27,  1961,  and  with  two  other  car  droppers  had  worked 
until  noon  when  it  was  decided  to  drop  three  loads  in  on  No.  1  track. 
One  load  had  been  dropped  in  on  this  track  and  was  standing  about 
400  feet  below  the  scale  house  with  brakes  set.  These  loads  have  to 
be  taken  over  the  scale  one  at  a  time  for  weighing.  Mr.  Farris  dropped 
the  first  of  the  three  cars  over  the  scale,  stopping  this  car  approximated 
150  feet  below  the  scale  and  walked  back  over  the  scale,  released  the 
brake  and  dropped  the  second  car  calling  to  Merle  Ford,  another  car 
dropper,  to  bring  the  third  car  in  behind  his  car  which  Mr.  Ford  did. 
Mr.  Farris  then  took  all  three  cars  down  track  No.  1  to  the  standing 
car  already  there,  a  distance  of  about  175  feet.  Mr.  Ford  observed  that 
Mr.  Farris  had  the  cars  under  good  control  and  moving  slowlv  down 
the  track.  Ralph  Croxville,  T.  P.  &  W.  car  inspector  and  repairman, 
standing  by  the  first  car  brought  in,  stated  Mr.  Farris  brought  his  three 
cars  down  and  they  coupled  to  the  standing  car  with  hardly  anv  im- 
pact. He  proceeded  to  check  the  journals  of  the  front  wheels  of  the 
first  car  and  then  walked  back  to  the  rear  journals  to  do  the  same 
when  he  heard  groaning  and  looking  between  the  cars  saw  Mr.  Farris 
lying  on  the  track  in  front  of  the  wheel  of  the  second  car.  He  tried 
to  move  him  but  the  wheel  was  holding  him  fast.  He  then  called  the 
switchman  and  T.  P.  &  W.  switching  crew  who  were  standing  on  the 
main  line.  The  train  crew  backed  the  locomotive  down  and  hooked  a 
cable  onto  the  cars  releasing  Farris.  The  doctor  and  ambulance  had 
arrived  and  the  doctor  pronounced  Farris  dead. 

Investigation  showed  Mr.  Farris  had  two  brakes  he  could  applv 
from  his  position  on  the  cars.  These  brakes  were  set  and  were  in  good 
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mechanical  condition.  The  load  yards  were  clean  and  no  obstructions 
observed  in  the  yard.  There  were  no  eye  witnesses  and  it  is  not  known 
how  Mr.  Farris  got  under  the  wheel  of  the  car. 


Mr.  Lee  Davis,  age  56,  married,  one  dependent  child,  was  seriously 
injured  bv  a  fall  of  top  coal  in  room  14,  third  north,  third  panel  west 
at  the  Zeigler  Coal  &  Coke  Company,  Spartan  mine,  located  at  Sparta, 
Randolph  County,  Illinois,  on  July'  21,  1961  at  10:45  a.m.  He  died 
later  at  the  Sparta  Hospital  at  12:50  a.m.  on  July  22,  1961.  He  was 
employed  at  this  mine  as  a  loading  machine  operator  and  had  had 
eight  vears  experience  at  this  mine. 

This  accident  occurred  9  feet  from  the  face  and  \Vi  feet  in  by  the 
last  row  of  roof  bolt  blocks.  The  coal  that  fell  on  the  deceased  was 
4  feet  long,  3  feet  wide  and  6  inches  thick,  crushing  him  down  against 
the  machine  causing  head  injuries  that  resulted  in  death. 

The  top  in  this  room  consisted  of  solid  lime  rock  and  was  properly 
bolted.  The  coal  that  fell  on  the  deceased  was  coal  left  from  the  cut 
that  was  being  loaded  out.  This  ledge  of  coal  had  stuck  back  to  the 
top  approximately  Wi  feet  from  the  face  and  the  deceased  was  hit  by 
the  edge  of  the  fall.  The  face  boss  of  this  section  said  he  had  examined 
this  room  after  it  was  shot  and  before  it  was  loaded  out  and  considered 
it  safe  to  load  out. 


Mr.  Joe  Sharknas,  age  45,  married,  three  dependent  children,  came 
to  his  death  from  a  roof  fall  in  the  south  end  of  the  12th  east  south 
entry  at  the  Old  Ben  Coal  Corporation  Mine  No.  9,  located  at  West 
Frankfort,  Franklin  County,  Illinois  on  September  27,  1961,  at  7:00 
p.m.  He  was  operating  a  continuous  miner  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 
He  was  employed  as  a  Face  Boss  and  had  had  five  years  experience  at 
this  mine. 

The  piece  of  rock  that  fell  on  Mr.  Sharknas  (victim)  was  about 
7  feet  long,  Vh  feet  wide  and  about  1  foot  thick.  It  was  triangular 
in  shape  with  the  pointed  end  striking  the  victim,  crushing  him  to  the 
floor  while  the  other  end  rested  on  the  machine  near  the  controls. 
There  were  8  props  standing  at  the  tail  of  the  machine  which  were 
placed  there  before  the  victim's  body  could  be  safely  removed.  The 
victim  was  killed  instantly. 


Mr.  Edward  Harvey  Mencer,  age  26,  married,  four  dependent  chil- 
dren, was  electrocuted  at  the  4th  north,  4th  east  section  of  the  Peabody 
Coal  Company  Mine  No.  10,  located  at  Pawnee,  Christian  County, 
Illinois.  He  was  pronounced  dead  about  4:00  a.m.  the  same  day  at  the 
Tavlorville  Hospital.  He  had  had  nine  months  experience  at  this  mine. 
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This  accident  occurred  while  Mr.  Mencer  (victim)  was  standing 
in  the  cab  of  an  8-ton  Goodman  motor  preparing  to  move  it  to  let  two 
fellow  workers  pass  by  that  were  moving  equipment  from  one  section 
to  another.  While  standing  in  the  cab  with  his  hand  on  the  reverse 
lever,  the  back  of  his  neck  came  in  contact  with  the  energized  trolley 
wire  at  a  cross-over.  At  this  point,  the  trolley  wire  is  5  feet  7  inches 
from  the  rail. 


Mr.  David  King,  Jr.,  age  36,  married,  six  dependent  children,  was 
fatally  injured  at  the  B  &  W  Coal  Company  No.  1,  located  at  Junction, 
Gallatin  County,  Illinois  at  approximately  8:45  a.m.  November  21, 
1961  by  driving  his  shuttle  car  into  the  outby  rib  of  the  last  crosscut 
between  Room  7  and  8  off  13  E.  M.  N.  as  he  was  coming  out  with  a 
load  of  coal  which  had  just  been  loaded  at  the  fact  of  Room  7.  The 
crosscut  was  IW2  feet  wide  at  that  point  and  the  coal  seam  4  feet  4 
inches  in  thickness.  A  small  amount  of  overhanging  coal  was  on  the 
rib  at  the  point  of  impact  with  about  2-inch  thickness  of  top  coal  18 
to  24  inches  wide  extending  out  about  18  inches. 

After  Mr.  King  ran  the  car  into  the  rib  and  before  he  was  extri- 
cated, the  car  was  pushed  2  to  3  feet  by  the  joy  loader  operator  who 
said  he  did  it  at  the  request  of  the  other  shuttle  car  operator  and  that 
he  did  not  then  know  Mr.  King  was  caught  and  was  hurt.

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ANALYTICAL  LABORATORY 

The  Analytical  Laboratory  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  is  located  at  413  East  Main  Street,  West  Frankfort,  Illinois. 
The  Laboratory  was  established  in  January  of  1948,  and  temporarily 
located  on  the  University  of  Illinois  campus.  In  June  1952  the  Lab- 
oratory was  moved  to  more  permanent  quarters  in  Springfield,  Illinois, 
where"  it  remained  until  destroyed  by  fire  December  10,  1953. 

In  May  1954  the  Laboratorv  was  moved  to  West  Frankfort,  Illi- 
nois. The  establishment  of  the  Laboratory  at  West  Frankfort,  Illinois 
was  a  geographical  move  which  enabled  the  Laboratory  to  give  quicker 
service  to  State  Mine  Inspectors  and  Mine  Operators.  The  West 
Frankfort  area  is  the  center  of  the  largest  coal  producing  field  in  the 
State  of  Illinois. 

In  establishing  the  Laboratory  in  January  1948,  Illinois  became  the 
first  State  to  operate  a  Laboratory  of  this  type,  in  connection  with  its 
mining  department.  At  the  time  of  the  establishment,  a  study  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Mines  Laboratory  was  made  and  the  Department 
Laboratory  adopted  methods  of  analyses  and  equipment  similar  to  that 
used  by  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Mines. 

The  purpose  of  the  Laboratory  is  to  analyze  for  explosive,  noxious 
and  gaseous  mixtures  in  the  mining  industry.  The  Laboratory  also 
analyzes  mine  dust  for  the  determination  of  the  percentages  of  com- 
bustible and  incombustible  material;  thus  ,aiding  the  mining  industry 
in  the  control  of  flame  propagating  characteristics  of  mine  dust.  Sam- 
ples of  gaseous  mixtures  may  be  analyzed  and  the  results  reported  to 
the  State  Mine  Inspector  within  one  hour  after  the  samples  have  been 
delivered  to  the  Laboratory.  In  time  of  emergency,  such  as  mine  fires 
or  the  sealing  of  fire  areas,  the  resulting  analyses  aid  Inspectors  and 
management  in  determining  procedure  to  be  followed  in  eliminating 
the  emergency. 

In  November  1961  the  Department  of  Finance  and  Department 
of  Mines  and  Minerals,  co-operating  in  a  joint  program  established  at 
the  Laboratory  a  Coal  Analysis  Division  for  quality  control  of  State 
purchased  coal.  Six  thousand  dollars  worth  of  new  equipment  was  in- 
stalled in  addition  to  the  existing  equipment.  Analyses  will  be  made  at 
the  West  Frankfort  Laboratory  and  State  Geological  Survey  at  Urbana. 

During  the  year  of  1961  there  were  5,207  dust  and  gas  samples 
analyzed  in  the  Laboratory.

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DIVISION  OF  OIL  AND  GAS 

The  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  of  the  Department  of  Mines  and 
Minerals  is  required  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  "An  Act  in  Relation 
of  Oil,  Gas,  Coal  and  Other  Surface  and  Underground  Resources,"  and 
the  Rules  and  Regulations  formulated  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Act. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Division  to  see  that  oil  wells  are  properly 
spaced;  to  control  the  drilling  and  plugging  of  oil  wells  and  wells 
drilled  in  connection  therewith;  to  see  that  necessary  precautions  are 
observed  to  protect  the  workable  coal  seams  through  which  wells  are 
drilled  and  to  prevent  pollution  of  land  and  fresh  water  supplies  result- 
ing from  oil  field  operations. 

Permits  must  be  obtained  from  the  Division  of  Oil  and  Gas  before 
wells  are  drilled  for  oil,  gas,  watersupply,  water  input,  gas  input,  air 
input,  salt  water  disposal,  and  structure  test.  In  1961,  3,636  such 
permits  were  issued.  The  Law  requires  that  for  each  well  drilled  or 
acquired,  the  operator  must  furnish  the  Division  with  bond  coverage 
to  guarantee  the  eventual  plugging  of  the  well  and  the  satisfactory 
restoration  of  the  well  site.  The  State  oil  well  inspectors  are  in  at- 
tendance to  supervise  the  plugging  of  all  abandoned  drill  holes,  which 
in  1961  numbered  1,812. 

The  Division  furnishes  copies  of  permits  and  plugging  affidavits  to 
the  State  Geological  Survey,  and  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  to 
seeing  that  well  logs  and  cuttings  are  sent  to  the  Survey.  The  Division 
also  receives  and  records  completion  data  on  wells  drilled. 

The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Division  provide  for  the  calling 
of  public  hearings,  upon  written  request  of  any  interested  person,  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  action  with  regard  to  any  matter  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Department.  All  such  hearings  are  made  of  record 
in  the  Division  and  are  open  to  public  inspection. 

The  Oil  and  Gas  Board  consists  of  four  members  and  the  Director 
of  the  Department,  and  is  subject  to  call  by  the  Mining  Board  for 
advice  and  consultation  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  oil  and  gas 
industry.

Interested  parties  appeared  before 
the  Hearing  Officer  and  announced  they  were  ready  for  the  hearing; 
the  witnesses  were  duly  sworn,  and  evidence  in  the  form  of  oral  testi- 
mony and  exhibits  was  heard  by  the  Mining  Board. 

The  Mining  Board,  after  consideration  of  the  exhibits  and  testi- 
mony by  the  Applicant,  took  the  cause  under  advisement.  Now,  on 
the  21st  day  of  February,  1961,  this  matter  came  on  for  further  con- 
sideration before  the  Mining  Board,  in  conference,  and  the  board 
being  fully  advised  on  the  premises  finds  as  follows: 

That  it  is  necessary  and  will  result  in  the  most  efficient  and 
economical  development  of  the  pool  as  a  whole  by  specifying  the 
drilling  units  and  the  location  upon  such  drilling  unit  where  future 
wells  may  be  drilled  on  the  lands  included  in  the  Taylor  Hill  Pool, 
when  such  well  is  to  be  drilled  to  more  than  4,000  feet  beneath  the 
surface  and  it  is  the  opinion  that  drilling  units  consisting  of  40  acres 
should  be  established,  same  to  be  quarter-quarter  sections  and  that 
the  well  be  located  in  the  approximate  center  of  the  Northeast  ten 
acres  of  each  said  40-acre  tract.  This  field-wide  spacing  program  should 
prevent  waste,  and  it  will  protect  and  enforce  the  correlative  rights  of 
lease  owners  and  property  owners  in  the  pool  and  prevent  the  drilling 
of  unnecessary  wells,  pursuant  to  Section  21.1(C)  of  an  Act  in  Re- 
lation to  Oil,  Gas,  Coal  and  Other  Surface  and  Underground  Re- 
sources and  Rules  and  Regulations. 

It  is  therefore  ordered,  that  drilling  units  of  40-acres  lying  within
